Senate. — The  credentials  of  Wm. 
F.  Dessasierre,  newly  appointed  from 
South  Carolina,  vice  Rhett,  resigned, 
•were  presented  by  Mr.  Butler,  and  be 
took  his  seat.  A report  was  received 
from  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  relative 
to  the  value,  of  bituminous  and  anthra- 
cite coals.  On  motion  of  Mr.  Atchi- 
son, the  Senate  went  into  executive 
session  in  regard  to  an  Indian  treaty. — 
After  being  in  session  some  time,  the 
doors  were  opened  and  the  deficiency 
bill  was  taken  up  and  several  unimpor- 
tant amendments  acted  ux>on,  when  the 
Senate  adjourned. 

The  House  passed  the  Senate  bill  re- 
linquishing to  Iowa  certain  salt  spring 
lands.  Mr.  Jones,  of  Tennessee,  mov- 
ed one  hour  be  set  apart  each  day  for 
the  reception  of  reports  of  the  stand- 
ing committees,  agreed  to.  Mr.  Hall, 
from  the  coiiiinittee  on  Public  Lands, 
reported  back  with  an  amendment  a bill 
granting  1 10,000,000  acres  land  to  states 
for  the  benefit  of  the  indigent  and  in- 
sane. One  of  the  amendments  propo- 
ses to  distribute  lands  at  the  rate  of  50,- 
000  acres  for  each  Representative  in 
Congress — consideration  of  the  bill 
postponed  for  two  weeks.  Mr.  Hall  re- 
ported other  bills;  one  authorizes  those 
■who  have  received  warrants  for  servi- 
ces in  the  war  of  1812  to  enter  good 
lands  in  lieu  of  the  worthless  tracts 
they  have  selected — referred  to  com- 
mittee of  the  •whole,  took  up  the  bill 
making  appropriations  for  the  payment 
of  invalid  pensions  for  the  next  fiscal 
year.  Without  coming  to  vote  the 
committee  rose.  Mr.  Harris  asked  leave 
to  introduce  a resolution  fixing  the  ad- 
journment of  Congress  to  the  first  Mon- 
day in  August.  Objection  was  m->.de. 
Adjourned.

Feeding  Houses  on  the  Road. —There 
is  no  one  thing  in  which  farmers  manage 
tlieir  stock  so  badly,  as  in  feeding  hor- 
ses too  frequently  while  traveling. 
Some  will  bait  their  horses  every  ten  or 
twelve  miles,  though  they  may  not  be 
more  than  an  hour  and  a half  or  two 
hours  in  going  from  one  stage  to  the  oth- 
er, and  this  is  often  done  soon  after  the 
horse  has  eaten  a hearty  breakfast  or  din- 
ner. When  the  horse  stops,  he  is  usual- 
ly fatigued  or  hot,  and  he  needs  resting 
or  cooling;  to  fill  the  stomach  then  with- 
food,  before  the  previous  meal  is  digest- 
ed, is  injurious  in  the  extreme.  Let  the 
horse  be  well  fed  in  the  morning  before 
be  starts  on  a journey,  and  he  will  trav- 
el from  seven  till  twelve  without  re- 
quiring any  food,  then  let  him  test  two 
hours  at  noon,  and  be  will  be  prepared 
to  travel  again  till  seven  without  bait- 
ing. Horses  that  labor  on  the  farm, 
work  half  a day  witnout  eating.  In  and 
aronnd  cities  are  thousands  of  horses 
that  work  hard  during  the  forenoon  and 
afternoon  without  baiting,  and  yet 
they  are  kept  iu  good  condition,  though 
at  work  almost  every  day  in  the  year; 
'they  are  employed  in  trucking,  iiicabs, 
in"  omnibuses,  ami  other  vehicles,  and 
they  usually  labor  bard.  Although 
ihe.se  horses  are  frequently  under  the 
best  management,  no  one  thinks  of  giv- 
ing them  a baitiug  between  their  regu- 
lar meals.— N.  A.  Farmer.

Culture  of  C.vrrots  for  Stock  Feed- 
ing; litPLEMF.NTS  FOB  CUTTING  VEGETA- 
BLES.— We  have,  for  eight  years  past, 
practiced  the  growth  ofcarrois,  for  the 
jnirpose  of  feeding  cow.s  and  horses  in 
the  winter  season;  and  the  result  of  our 
practice  lias  been  sucli  that  we  shall  ron- 
linue  logrow  carrots  yearly,  unlees  we 
find  some  root  crop  more  desirable.  Our 
practice  lias  been  lo  plow  the  ground 
early  in  the  spriag  as  desp  ss  possible 
with  a common  plow,  and  follow  wiih  a 
sub-soil  plow,  loosening  the  earth  fif- 
teen or  eighteen  inches  deep. 

We  then  leave  the  groiitid  to  lay  until 
the  weeds  hare  fairly  started;  we  then 
harrow  and  leave  the  ground  again  for 
the  ■weeds  to  start.  Again  vve  plow,  and 
ogain  when  the  weeds  liave  got  nicely 
Slatted,  we  harrow.  In  so  doing,  we 
have  (h'Stroved  the  seeds  of  four  crops  of 
weeds,  before  sowing  onr  carrots.  Soak- 
ing ourseeda  in  water,  and  rolling  it  in 
ashes,  after  draining  an  hour  or  two,  it 
Can  readily  bestiwn  by  the  liand  in  rows 
Cf  ecii  or  eigliieen  inches  apart.  This 
manner  of  sowing  we  have  heretofore 
pursued,  because  we  had  no  machines  for 
the  purpose;  now,  machines  for  sowing 
such  seeds  can  be  procured,  and  thereby 
save  greatly  the  expense  of  culture. 

Wehave  no  difficulty  in  the  way  of 
weeding,  for  with  our  ground  prepared 
by  ihe  repeated  plowing  and  harrowing, 
the  carrot  seed  vegetabled  and  came 
forward  more  rapidly  than  the  weeds. 

A friend  of  ours,  better  known  as  a 
good  merchant  than  a fanner,  w honi  we 
advised  to  grc>w  carrots  for  the  feeding 
of  his  stock,  pursued  rather  a difTeretn 
course.  He  plowed  his  ground;  and  a- 
bout  two  weeks  after  sowed  dry  and 
broadcast.  The  occupation  il  gave  to  a 
number  of  Dutch  girls,  in  the  way  of 
weeding,  wasacaution  to  his  fiiuirc  farm 
ing.  without  inquiry  as  to  bow  the  work 
should  be  done.

Edit- 
ors'— 1 have  heard  il  said  all  my  life 
that  glanders  inhojseswere  incurable. — 
But  this  1 have  proved  to  my  entire  sat- 
isfaction to  be  a mistake.  Some  time  in 
September,  1850,1  met  with  an  oppor- 
tunity of  trading  for  what  1 thought  was 
a good  brood  mare — at  the  time  she  was 
running  copiously  at  the  iiostfil,  which 
xvas  represented  to  me  to  be  a distemp- 
er. 1 was  sii.spicious  of  its  being  gland- 
ers; but  concluded  to  risk  it.  It  after- 
xvardrt  proved  to  be  gluiiilcrs.  Now  for 
tbe  remedy:  In  tiie  first  place  I bled  co- 
piously; I then  put  in  a rowel  or  seuton 
of  polk  root,  between  the  jaws  and  in 
the  breast;  I then  procured  one  gallon  of 
fiesh  tar;  I next  fixed  a small  mop  on  a 
stick  long cnoiigli  to  insert  it  as  high 
up  as  the  eye.  1 inserted  the  tar  into 
the  nostril  in  this  way  twice  a day  until 
1 had  made  a complete  cure.  1 had  nev> 
er  heard  of  tbe  remedy  before — but  sup- 
posed there  area  great  many  little  fibres 
in  the  leid  of  the  animal  that,  from 
some  cause  or  other,  discharged  iha  mat- 
ter* and  1 supposed  the  tar  -would  heal 
them  up.  Great  care  should  be  taken 
to  keep  the  blood  in  a good  state,  to  pre- 
vent it  from  turning  to  farcy  about  the 
time  the  running  at  tbe  nose  ceases, 
as  1 believe  glanders  will  produce  farcy, 
and  farcy  produce  glanders.

; pains  is  taken  usually  to  save  the  liquid 
manure  of  animals;  no  earth  or  saw 
^dust  is  placed  in  or  beneath  the  stable 
' to  absorb  it,  and  the  barnyard  i.s  often 
so  situated  that  all  the  liquids  that 
would  collect  in  it,  run  off  into  the 
road,  or  are  conducted  to  the  adjoining 
field,  where  they  are  so  little  spread  a- 
bout,  as  to  injure  the  crop  by  produc- 
ing an  immoderate  luxuriance.  Liquid 
manure  is  exceedingly  valuable,  and  the 
yards  and  stables  of  the  farmer  should 
be  so  constructed,  that  it  may  all  be, 
saved,  There  should  be  no  outlet  to  the 
barn-yard,  where  the  fluids  collected  in 
can  runoff.

Botts  IN  Hobses. — A person  of  much 
experience  in  veterinary  science  is  never 
troubled  with  this  disease  in  his  horses.
